A wonderful story of a hidden treas­ 
ure, rivaling Kobert Louis Steven son ’s 
“Treasure Island,” w as told to the N ew 
York American the other night b.f Mrs. 
Roswell IK Hitchcock, widow of the 
late Commander Hitchcock of tin* I lut­ 
ed States navy. 
Mrs. l& eh eock says 
sin1 is about to organize an expedition 
to the island of Locos, In the southern 
Pacific ocean, where, she declares, 
000,(KIO w as buried during the war be- 
twoen Fern and ( ’bile. 
Mrs. Hitchcock has access to a map 
show ing the ex a ct location of the treas­ 
ure, but nevertheless there will be som e 
difficulty in locating it, she says, be­ 
cause of a landslide on tho island which 
has covered up m any of the landm arks. 
Another difficulty to he overcom e is 
the presence on the island of a strong 
guard of soldiers of the Costa W ean 
government, which claims possession 
of the island. 
Mrs. Hitchcock, w ho w as interview ed 
at the Hotel C am bridge in N ew York, 
is an author and lecturer. 
Sin* recently 
returned from ti successful m ining ven ­ 
ture in tile Klondike. 
“ I first heard o f the treasure on the 
island of Cocos from Admiral I’alliser 
of the British n avy,” sin* said. 
“ In 
UKK» he gave m e ti farewell dinner on 
his flagship, the Imperieusc, at V icto­ 
ria, It. ( 
Tieing the guest o f honor, I 
sat b e s id e the admiral, who en tertain ­ 
ed me with the story of the treasure 
vs tm h he in I heard w as buried on Hie 
island. 
I thought little more of it un­ 
til I reached the Klondike. 
There I 
found many m iners badly in need of 
help, ami I assisted several of them. 
One of these, to show his appreciation, 
produced a m ap which, he said, had 
been handed d ow n to him by Ins father 
and showed tile location of tin* treas­ 
ure. 
His father had obtained it from 
tin* only survivor of the expedition 
which burled the treasure. 
All 
but 
tw o mend) t s of tin* expedition had 
been 
killed, 
and one of 
these 
w as 
drowned w hile leaving the island in a 
sm all boat. 
T h e other w as tried for 
his murder, 
but m anaged to escape 
with tin* map. 
On Ills deathbed lie 
gave the map to the father o f the 
miner, w ho had befriended him. 
The 
possessor of the map is now living in 
New England and is ready to start 
with the expedition I am organizing. 
A wealthy steam ship owner of Huston 
has offered to lit out a steam er at an 
expense of $300,000 for the trip. 
The 
details of the expedition will be ar­ 
ranged on March JO, when I ain to 
meet tin* Huston man. 
“At my suggestion it has been agreed 
that it shall be a scientific expedition. 
W e will take with us a geologist, taxi­ 
dermist, m ineralogist, botanist, natural­ 
ist and half a dozen students from the 
various universities Interested in sci­ 
entific research. 
“The treasure is in bullion, plate and 
jeweled articles. 
I have seen a j e w ­ 
eled sword which formed a part o f the 
treasure and which w as brought a w ay 
from tin* island by the only survivor 
of the burying expedition. 
Ile had to 
break it into sm all pieces, so that it 
might he easily concealed from view. 
The treasure is iii pigskin bags. 
“I expect w e will have som e trouble 
with the Costa Itican governm ent in 
our search for the treasure, am i espe­ 
cially if w e succeed in finding it. 
The 
governm ent officials do not know its 
location. 
I understand that the g o v ­ 
ernment has had a force of men turn­ 
ing over the f*>il of the island for years. 
The landslide has placed tho treasure 
much farther below tho surface, aud 
it seem s to me that it can only be 
found with the assistance of the map. 
“ I have heard of two other treasures 
on tin* island, one of $17,OOO,OIH) in bul­ 
lion and tin* other $1,1 hip,(JOO Iii M exi­ 
can coin. 
Admiral I’alliser, a fter re­ 
tiring from tin* British navy, Interested 
Lord 
F itzw illiam 
in 
the 
$17,000,000 
treasure, and together they took an 
expedition to the island to search for 
it. 
They w ere unsuccessful because 
they p ossessed no accurate in form a­ 
tion as to its exact location. 
Many 
lives have been lost in searches for 
these treasures, but I am convinced 
that an expedition properly equipped 
and scientifically carried through will 
not only be successful, but will not en­ 
danger the life of any of the party.”
